This is the time of the year when we are making contracts for next 
season. , Owing to unsettled conditions, many of our old contracts have 
lapsed. f Couldn’t those chapters nearest to Sioux City arrange debates 
with those chapters farther away? On the way to or from the Conven- 
tion they could debate 

Might it not be well also for us all to debate the same question? And 
might we not decide the question this spring? 

We are asking all chapters interested to write our National Secretary, 
Chas. A. Marsh of Morningside College. He will act as a clearing house 
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officer in the matter. If we could get some dozen debate teams at the 
Convention, we should give Pi Kappa Delta an impetus that would be felt 
from end to end of the country. 

Teams planning to visit the Convention would not, of course, confine 
their debates to institutions having Pi Kappa Delta chapters. In fact, de- 
bates with institutions having no forensic organization might serve an ex- 
cellent missionary purpose. 

Let us all get together on this proposition. Resolved: That our chapter 
will make a debate trip to the third Biennial Convention. The Affirmative 
will win unanimously. 


WESTMINISTER COLLEGE CHAPTER INSTALLED 


The Missouri Alpha chapter of Pi Kappa Delta was installed by the 
National President, John R. Macarthur, at Westminster College, Fulton, 
Missouri, on Saturday, April 26th. Upon his arrival at 4:30 p. m., the 
installing officer was shown over the college buildings and campus. West- 
minster College just recently secured $75,000 over a goal for increased 
endowment of $500,000. A magnificent new chapel building will soon be 
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opened and will furnish a superb auditorium for forensic and other events. 
The campus has a wonderful location and is shortly to be improved and 
beautified. The institution under the presidency of Dr. E. E. Reed 
gives an impression of substantial progress and solid worth. Westminster 
is a member of the Missouri College Union and of the Northeast Association 
of Colleges and Universities. Her forensic record of 21 victories in her 
last 26 debates speaks for itself. Among the schools defeated in making 
this record is the University of Missouri. 

After being delightfully entertained at dinner at the home of the 
Debate Coach, Professor Franc L. McCluer, Mr. Macarthur was taken to 
the administration building of the college and at 8 o’clock began the 
lecture preparatory to the initiation of new members and the installation 
of the chapter. The charter members are as follows: Professor Franc 
L. McCluer, G. Garrett Grant, John Paul Jones, John R. Westbrook, E. F. 
Kimbrell, Howard Kelley, Jr. After the ceremonies were completed, the 
party adjourned for refreshments. 
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Although the group of charter members is small, several more will 
be eligible for membership before the end of the present college year as 
Westminster has not yet completed its debate schedule. With the fine 
record mentioned above and with the material composing the present 
chapter it is safe to expect an unusually bright future at Westminster 
College.

PRITCHARD RESIGNS PRESIDENCY OF EUREKA COLLEGE 


In our last issue we published a letter written by the Dean of the 
Graduate School of Yale University congratulating Brother Pritchard of 
Eureka College upon the high standard to which he had brought the in- 
stitution during his presidency. We have now to report that on April 1st 
he left Eureka to become head of the Board of Education of the Disciples 
of Christ. 

Brother Pritchard began his college work at Franklin College, Indiana, 
but was graduated from Butler College in the same state. He entered 
the ministry and while holding a charge at Bethany, Nebraska, he volun- 
teered as debate coach for Cotner. There he made a record. Upon ac- 
cepting the presidency at Eureka he decided to continue his interest in 
forensics and acted as debate coach as well as president. In the six years 
that he has had charge of debating, Eureka won 9 out of 12 debates. Of 
the three debates which were lost, not one was lost by unanimous decision. 
He coached Cotner for six years also and his teams won 9 out of 12 
triangular debates there. In the twelve years, he has lost both sides only 
once. He has won both sides 7 out of 12 times, and had the record of 
winning both sides of debates five years in succession. 

Although he feels that his career as a debating coach is probably at 
an end, Brother Pritchard says that he shall ever have a deep interest in 
Pi Kappa Delta and that he wishes for it a great future. The whole Order 
wishes Brother Pritchard every success and is confident that he will 
achieve it in the wider field of action to which he goes. 


THE JUDGES, THE HONORABLE JUDGES, IF YOU PLEASE 


(By Alfred Westfall, National Historian of Pi Kappa*Delta.) 

Judges for a debate are a necessary evil. They exist because, so far, 
we have been unable to discover any other method of determining the 
winner of a debate. Their service is frequently unpleasant both to the 
judged and the judging. Since we must have judges, we are naturally in- 
terested in finding out what men make the most satisfactory judges 

A number of methods of judging a debate have been suggested and 
tried at different times. The usual method is to select three well known 
men who render their decision individually or as a committee after a 
conference. Sometimes the debate coach of a neighboring institution is 
called upon to select the winning team. There is one triangular league in 
which all the teams go awav from home, so that the two teams debating 
are at the third instituion. In this way a neutral audience is secured. All 
the members of the faculty of the neutral institution who are present act 
as judges, so that there may be twenty or thirty judges. Neither of these 
plans is very satisfactorv. A one man decision is never pleasing. Where 
the debate is at a neutral institution there is not much interest shown. 

Prof. Pease, of the University of Wyoming, has proposed a novel, but 
not very practical plan. His plan is to have a vote given bv every one 
present. The people are to be divided, however, into three classes. those 
who know nothing about debating, college students who have studied argu- 
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mentation, and teachers of argumentation. Each class will be given one 
vote. If the majority of the general public vote for the affirmative, that 
will constitute one vote for the affirmative. A majority vote among the 
students for the negative, would constitute one vote for the negative. The 
vote of the debate coaches and teachers of argumentation would constitute 
the third vote. There are a number of objections to this plan, besides 
the difficulty of carrying it out. 

All in all, the old fashion system which employs three judges is the 
least objectionable. The entertaining institution generally submits a list 
to the other team which has the right to protest any or all names on the 
list. This tends to insure fairness. But there are methods of evasion. 
The only real assurance of fairness lies in the desire of all parties con- 
cerned to conduct the debate honestly and fairly. 

The question then is what men are best fitted to act as judges. Before 
we can answer this we must determine the function of the judge. But 
before we can agree as to this, we must be agreed as to the purpose of 
debate and the function of the debater. 

First, the debate. It should be a practical discussion and not an 
artificial contest. If it is an artificial contest carried out under fixed rules, 
then only those familiar with the rules, such as debate coaches or old 
debaters, would be eligible to act as judges. We see this exemplified in 
football. The football official is an old player. He has to be. 

However, to be of any value, debating should be training in methods 
that the debater can employ after he leaves college. He should not dis- 
cover later that the methods that. won college contests are valueless in in- 
fluencing the opinions of his fellows and establishing leadership. <A de- 
bate should not be judged upon the technical principles laid down in 
treatises on argumentation, such as steps in analysis, definitions, and tech- 
nical points in delivery. A debate should be judged as to its power to 
convince and persuade. Technique will help in accomplishing this, in fact, 
is necessary. 

The purpose of the debater should be to set forth the truth or falsity 
of the question at issue. Too often he neglects this in his desire to win. 
He generally weakens his case in so doing. There is nothing so belief- 
compelling as truth. No man speaks so convincingly as the man who has 
the confidence of the audience in his sincerity and integrity. 

If we can agree that the debate is a practical and not an artificial 
contest, and that the purpose of the debater is to set forth the truth or 
falsity of the question, we are ready to proceed in our discussion of the 
judges. 

I would like to make the proposition that that man is most desirable 
for judge who is most like the average, intelligent man in his estimation 
of a speaker and his reaction to a spoken argument. It seems to me that 
this is the only fair way to judge a debate, by the effect it would produce 
upon the mind of the average citizen. A debater or teacher of argumenta- 
tion might object to a lack of certain technical principles: but if the de- 
bater has enough native vigor and homely common sense to produce con- 
viction in the minds of his hearers, he deserves to win over an opponent 
who has a great deal of method but lacks content. 

I have heard debates in which the team with the weakest argument 
and the strongest delivery won. Some are inclined to criticize the judges. 
This is not fair. The judges are only reacting as the average man reacts. 
Men are influenced not by what reaches their ears but by what penetrates 
their comprehension. Instead of complaining of the — stupidity 
of the judges, the debater should learn by what means men’s 
convictions are formed. If he is certain of the logic and the power of his 
argument, he should endeavor to discover why he failed to make his 
hearers appreciate it. It is not enough to have good argument. The argu- 
ment must be presented so that it will be comprehended. A man who puts 
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up a wind mill where the wind can not strike it, has no right to complain of 
the stupidity of the wind. The man who fails to convince his audience has 
no right to complain of his audience. 

Unfortunately there is no method of determining what men most nearly 
approach the norm in their response to speakers. To reduce the probability 
of error the judges should be selected from different occupations and dif- 
ferent localities. 

Certain men are known to vary from the average. Some men are nar- 
row minded. Certain types of business men who have no interests outside 
of the immediate business, and who have succeeded because they stick to 
one thing in a bull-headed manner, are not good judges because they have 
become so set in their opinions that they are really not open to reason. 
A man who is an extremist along one line, as government ownership, religion, 
labor, etc., is apt to have prejudices on other lines, and so does not ap- 
proach the medium. 

Men of certain profession are peculiarly fitted or unfitted by their 
professions. This is especially true of the man of public affairs. He 
has to be interested along many lines. He has to be open to reason. He 
has to study men and learn their processes of ratiocination. The lawyer 
has to have opinions and defend them. He is engaged in moulding the 
opinion of average citizens in his work before the jury. He learns the 
methods that convince. He unconsciously looks for those things in the 
speeches of others and is influenced by them. 

On the other hand ministers are not called upon to defend their as- 
sertions. ‘They become less accurate in their statements and do not insist 
so much on statements supported by evidence in the arguments of others. 
Their interests are more in the ideal and spiritual than in the practical 
and worldly affairs the average citizen is engaged in. Their address is 
more to the emotions than the intellect. They are, as a rule, farther 
from the norm and hence less desirable as judges. 

In my experience I have found teachers the most satisfactory judges. 
They are generally more given to reasoning than the average business man 
and are more acquainted along public lines. They are used to basing their 
beliefs on evidence, and are more open to argument. They are less apt 
to have political and economic interests and prejudices which bias them 
in their judgment on public questions. 

To my mind the ideal set of judges would be a college professor, 
preferably a professor of science or possibly history or economics, but not 
of English, argumentation, or public speaking; a lawyer who is something 
of a public man, one who has done considerable public speaking other 
than legal; and a business man who has a broader outlook than his own 
business, a man who is a leader in public affairs, broad minded and 
progressive. 

There is one other question which should be considered here. It is 
the question of instruction to judges. Should judges be instructed to con- 
sider certain items, as logic, teamwork, delivery, refutation, etc.; should 
they be told to value argument at 75 per cent and delivery at 25 per cent, 
or in some other proportion, or should they be allowed to come to their own 
conclusion by their own methods? 

I am convinced that it is folly to prescribe that argument shall be 
valued at a certain percentage and delivery at another and so on. In the 
first place I don’t think it is possible to value them in that way. Good 
delivery enhances good argument. How can you value the argument apart 
from the delivery, or the delivery apart from the argument? A judge 
should be allowed to cast his vote for the team that he believes has made 
the best debate. I know of one judge who kept a lot of percentages and 
averages under such a system and said afterwards that he gave his decision 
to the negative although he thought the affirmative won the debate. 

Good argument creates belief. The lack of it fails to bring conviction. 
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Good delivery insures the full comprehension of the argument advanced. 
The lack of it prevents this. If one speaker proceeds to prove again what 
his colleague has just attempted to prove, he weakens the case of his side. 
lf a debater does not reply to the argument of his opponent, a supposition 
that the argument cannot be met is created. Why try to instruct the 
judges to consider these things? They are bound to affect the minds of 
every one who hears the debate. The judge would have to consider these 
and other points, even if he were instructed not to. If instructions must 
be given, they should not go farther than to mention some of the common- 
est and most apparent qualities which will always create belief, and to ask 
the judges to consider them in such proportion as they shall deém proper. 

I favor merely this: cautioning the judge to judge not the merits of 
the question, but rather the merits of the debate, and to cast his vote for 
the team that makes the best argument.

J. H. Krenmeyer, national historian, is coaching the Wesleyan debating 
team for their clash with Upper Iowa and Parsons. 


Lieut. G. W. Venell has returned from overseas and is at his home 
in Centerville, Iowa. He is a member of Iowa Alpha. 


Professor McCulloch judged a debate in Wichita between Bethel Col- 
lege and Friends University. The former won the decision. 


Calvin J. Medlin of Kansas Gamma has been elected editor of the 
Royal Purple, the Kansas State Agricultural College annual. 


J. H. Krenmeyer has the unique record of having won while at Wesleyan 
three inter-collegiate debates and suffered no defeats. All his victories were 
unanimous decisions. 


The Southern California oratorical contest will be held at Pomona 
College, May 2, 1919. Clyde C. Reid will represent Redlands. Reid made 
Pi Kappa Delta last year in debate. 


Arthur D. Jacobsen of the Redlands Chapter was the first member 
of the Degree of Special Distinction to get his membership in Delta Sigma 
Rho granted under the new plan of Mutual Members. 


In a recent contest for the sale of season baseball tickets at Kalamazoo 
College, Marian Graybiel got second place, selling 59 tickets. The winner 
of the prize sold 60. Pi Kappa Delta members are usually leaders when 
it comes to college spirit. 


Redlands will meet Occidental and Pomona colleges in triangular 
debate on the evening of May 8. The subject is,““Resolved, That the U. S. 
should prohibit the immigration of unskilled labor for a period of four years 
after the termination of the war.” 


Since 1887, Yankton College has engaged in 32 debates. Of these she 
has won 20 and lost 12, thus having a percentage of 62.5 of gain. Her 
chief opponents have been the South Dakota State College, Huron, Dakota

here a few weeks ago. He is at present chaplain of the 144th Infantry and 
~~ = at Verdun and the Argonne besides being on special service 
in Italy. 
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Hugh M. Jones of Ripon College will lead the Occidental College 
team against Pomona College this year. Jones hopes to make his diamond 
key out of this debate. Occidental now has a chapter of Tau Kappa Alpha, 
the attempt to get a Pi Kappa Delta chapter there a few years ago having 
failed because of faculty ruling. 


Paul Sandmeyer, Iowa Alpha, recently returned from overseas and 
visited his friends at lowa Wesleyan. He was in the famous Sixth Marines 
and was engaged at St. Mihiel and the Argonne, being wounded on Novem- 
ber 1 at the latter battle. He was one of the most popular men in school 
while at Wesleyan and a top notch student as well as being interested in 
debate, Y. M. C. A., dramatics and athletics. 


The Redlands chapter is fortunate in getting three of its men back 
from Uncle Sam’s service. Two of them will engage in this year’s debates. 
The men are Leo Sievert, Fred D. Fagg, jr. and Donald D. Mitchell. The 
last two were aviators, one reaching France and the other England. Both 
were about to fly into German territory for the first time when the 
armistice was signed. Sievert was a cadet in the Naval aviation ground 
school. Two of Redlands’ former debaters and Pi Kappa Delta men, 
Vernon Green and Louis Riglesberger, are expected back next year as 
both are now out of the army. 


NEW MEMBERS OF OUR ORDER OF INSTRUCTION 


Professor J. H. Foth, the debate coach of Michigan Alpha, was born 
in Kansas, but received his Bachelor’s and Master’s degrees from the 
University of Oklahoma. He has also done graduate work at the University 
of Chicago. While at the University of Oklahoma he was a member of 
the debate team that defeated the University of Kansas. Since Professor 
Foth has been at Kalamazoo College, that institution has won six out of 
eight debates, and one first in oratory. 

Professor W. C. Dennis of Iowa Epsilon has maintained a very high 
standard of oratory and of debate since his going to Simpson College 
seventeen years ago. He was a student of Sumnocks School of Oratory at 
Northwestern University and later received his degree from Ohio Wesleyan. 

Professor Franc L. McCluer, one of the youngest members of our 
Order of Instruction, is just finishing his first year as debate coach at 
Missouri Alpha. He received his degree from Westminister College. While 
a student there, he represented his institution in two state oratorical con- 
vests, receiving fourth and third ranks. He took part in seven intercollegiate 
debates, his teams receiving six unanimous decisions (one from the Univer- 
sity of Missouri) and losing one contest by a two to one decision. During 
the years 1916-’17 and 1917-’18, Professor McCluer coached high school 
debate teams, all of which were victorious. 


FROM OUR EXCHANGES 


On Friday, March 7, was held the annual state intercollegiate oratorical 
contest at the Michigan State Normal college of Ypsilanti, Mich. This was 
the twenty-second men’s contest and the twelfth women’s contest. The 
contests were held in the new auditorium, called Pease auditorium. This is 
a fine structure, with a large seating capacity and beautifully decorated. 
At the back of the large platform were fastened the large pennants of each 
college taking part. 
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In the afternoon was the ladies’ contest. There were eight contestants, 
representing (in order of their speaking), Ypsilanti, Olivet, Adrian, Albion, 
Alma, Hillside, Hope, Kalamazoo. Between the Albion and Alma speakers 
was rendered a very pleasing musical number, “Hungarian Rhapsodie, No. 
G,” played by Grace Emery. After this contest there was much excitement 
and every one was impatient to learn the decision, which was not to be given 
out until after the men’s contest in the evening. 

A large crowd was present in the evening and until nearly 8 o’clock 
there was great rivalry among the students of the various schools who 
sung their col)2ge songs, gave their yells, ete. By no means least among 
them was our own Glee club, which materially aided our rooters in singing 
and yelling. They made quite a showing on the front rows, “dolled out’’ 
in their drev; suits and white gloves. 

Of the schools represented in the afternoon, Hillsdale alone was unable 
to send a speaker for the men’s contest. Both meetings were presided over 
by James G. Burggraaft. 

Kazoo certainly has reason to feel proud of its orators. Miss Graybiel, 
who is only a freshman this year, gave the entire field of contestants a 
hot race, and the decision was very close. She was very near, if not quite, 
up to the highest standard set in the contest. 

Carpenter was the victim of a very peculiar situation. Only three of 
the five judges showed up for the contest. Of these three, one gave him 
first place, one second place and one sixth place. This, according to the 
point system, awarded him third place in the contest, while if the one judge 
had given him fourth place instead of sixth he would have won first. 

Two of the judges said that Carpenter’s oration was the most unified 
product they had heard in a contest of this kind. One judge said: ‘I 
slept all through the afternoon and evening, but Carpenter woke me up.” 
fhe coach of one of the teams, and even some students from the winning 
college said Carpenter should have been awarded first place.

The triangular debate with Manhattan and Pittsburg Normals took 
place last Tuesday. The Manhattan team met Southwestern’s affirmative 
team on the local floor. Neva Drummond and Pauline Leidy upheld the 
question of the cabinet members having seats in congress. The decision of 
the judges was three for the locals. 

The Manhattan women did not prove themselves to be equal to the 
situation when it came to skill in argument or in handling the subject. 
Miss Drummond, as leader of the team did some very effective constructive 
argument both in her main speech and her rebuttal.
